WILSON MISLED, SMOOT SAYS

Epecial to The New York: Times, 
WASHINGTON, May. 13.—President | <= 
Wilson, late this afternoon, vetoed the 
Legislative, Executive and Judicial Ap- 
propriation bill which carries appropria- 
tions for the payment of. Federal salaries 
and the maintenance of the executive de- 


partments at’ Washington for the fiscal 
year 1921. 

Zhe ground upon which the President 
returned the bill was that it contained 
a section putting’ under Congressional 
control all Government publications, in- 
cluding magazines and other journals. 
The section of the bill to which he ob- 
jected also proposed to put under Con- 


gtessiqnal control all Government mim- |. 


eographing, multigraphing and other du- 
plication processes other than official 
correspondence and office records.. This 
would vest Congress with contrel over 
mimeographed ’statements isstied by the 
Government departments to the press in 


‘Washington.

The President. approved. the efforts of 


Congress and the departments to effect: 


printing eponomies, but. felt that the 
action of Congress in proposing to -for- 
bid mimeographic publications, except 
under control of,the Congressional Joint 
Committee .on Printing, would ‘‘ impose 
a flat prohibition against ‘the exercise 
of the Executive functions.” 

Declaring that -he regarded the pro- 
vision objected to as an -“‘ invasion of 
the province’’ of thé President, and as 
being ‘‘ calculated: to ,result in unwar- 
ranted interferences with the processes 
of good government, producing _confu- 
sion, ifritation and distrust,’’ the Pres- 
ident informed Congress that the pro- 
posal '‘ assumed significance as an out- 
standing illustration of a growing tend- 
ency "to encroachfon the powers of the 
President and to restrict the executive 
departments in the exercise of» purely 
administrative functions. 

In -his veto messagé the President 
pointed to a few specific examples of the 
‘* administrative authority exercised by. 
the committee under existing law in 
order. to indicate the incongruity and in- 
consistency that. already .exist and which 
would: be accentuated and aggravated if 
Section 8 of. the bill under consideration 
Were enacted into law.’’ 4 

Senator Smoot, Chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Printing, promptly took 
issue with the President after the veto 
was.announced. He charged, in effect, 
that the President had been misinformed 
as tothe purpoges of the bill by Roger 
W. Babson, who is éngaged in a con- 
troversy with Mr. Shoot.

WASHINGTON; May Ad—Predietions, 
are being made that the price of-bread 
may go as high as 25 cents a loaf this 
year after Government ‘regulation of the 
price of wheat expires on June 1k. ‘That 
this may result trom -the- breakdown of 
transportation; ‘labor, troubles, shortage 
of the grain and allezed. manipulation of 
the market is thought possible. by those 
familiar with the wheat market and gene

Julius H. Barnes, Director of the 
United States Grain» Cotporation, has 
now asked:a conference of. "members of 
the. Cabinet, Corigressmen, railroad men 
and others here on May 19. to discuss 
this threatening situation and devise 
steps to meet the crisis.

When District. Attorney Swann. was 
informed of Sweeney's admission that 
an effort had been male to “trap’”’ 
Craig, he said: 

“It may be a technical offense; at 
any rate it was a very ill-advised action. 
It: just scems to be an effort of one of- 
fice to get something on another.’

WOMEN AS PEOPLE. 

Jackson, Wyo., .has .at last filed 
its answer to a burning question—a 
question which elsewhere has been ex- 
tinguished, thanks to a copious cold 
douche of intellect. Are women peo- 
ple? The world had ‘struggled for- 
ward to.the affirmative answer, and 
thought to rest for a spell; but it now 
finds its hard-won conviction in up- 
heaval.: In the recent political con- 
test, the issue was sharply drawn be- 
tween the sexes, and by a vote of two 
to one the entire feminine ticket was 
elected. Women. are still triumphant- 
ly women—at least it is so in Jackson. 

Time was when the town was a 
backwater from the stream ‘ot prog- 
ress, and it may still be a mainly auto- 
centric eddy, It was here that OwEN 
WIsTER found the last of the cowboys, 
lariat’ whirlers, broncho busters, gun- 
toters, galloping the unfenced range in 
the heroic, the Homeric,-mood. When 
they resorted to the sequestered me- 
tropolis in the quest of red liquor they 
signalized their return to the range 


calibre holes. When the metropolis 
afforded the rarer pleasure of a dance, 
‘tthe surplus population of males, 
balked of partners for the Dan. Tucker, 
found an even deadlier revenge upon 
civilization in going to the woodshed 
and ‘* mixing up’’ the entire popula- 
tion of babies, who had been deposited 
‘there. It was those babies, now 
Sgrown, to the voting age, who dfvided 
politically along the line of sex, arid a 
world that has been vastly enlightened 
in the meantime harbors a doubt as 
to whether; ‘corporeéally or Intellectual- 
ly, they have ever been unscrambled. 
The exaltation of womanhood persists, 
and with it the romantic fallacy. 
Numerically women in the West are 
still a minority, but politically they 
win by a vote of two to one. An espe- 
cially bitter humiliation was meted out 
to Mr. Hsnrr Crasrres, who ran for 
Councilman against Mrs. Henry Cris- 
} TREE. It was doubtless this act of un- 
gallantry that gavé a jog so decisive 
to the political landslidé. 

Seventy-five long mountain miles, 
we note, still sepatate Jackson, Wyo., 
from the nearest railway. Equal 
franchise has penetrated, the fast- 
ness, but not the new cosmic urge, 
in which the romantic fallacy has 
been forever stilled. Elsewhere we 
know that. women are people, as 
men are; they divide on party liifes, 
on political issues. It is better so. In 
modern life there fs no place -for the 
fair one who breaks loose from her 
mother’s apron string only to creep 
into her husband's pocket. Yet the 
returns from that mountain election, 
no less than the former exploits of 
broncho-buster and gun-toter, come 
like a note from the lost Atlantis. 
They tell us volumes of a vanished 
life, very fair in its day and still subtly 
intriguing, though only the rarest and 
faintest of ghostly voices speak up to 
us from the Old World fastness sub- 
mergéd beneath an ocean of change,

THE STRAITS COMMISSION. 

The Turkish treaty in general, as 
well as in most particulars, represents 
@ compromise between a vast number 
of conflicting interests; so that, while, 
it is-far from as good as it ought to 
be and could be, it. at least is not so 
bad as it might have been.. Yet the 
provision for internationalization of 
the Dardanelles and Bosporus is. at 
least a step on the right road. Though 
the Sultan is to be left in Constanti- 
nople, he has a bodyguard of, only 
700 men, which, with-a small body of 
gendarmes, will be the only available 
military’ force at his tmmediate com- 
thand. England, France and Italy are 
to maintain garrisons on the Straits, 
though the actual work of policing 
{s apparently to be done chiefly. 
by the British Navy, an arrange- 
‘ment which has caused much heart- 
burhing in France. But by the treaty 
the. Straits are to be free to. all 
ships of all nations, in both war and 
peace, and no act of war may be com-

international control favored by many 
students of the Turkish’ situation..ts’ 
somewhat- faintly ..prefigured. Much 
may come of this if thé principle, of 
internationalization is extended; or 
nothing may come. of it. In this, as in 
the entire: treaty, a heavy load is: eid 
upon frail human nature, but perheps 
we can live up to it.. 

‘ The: commission is ultimately to con- 
sist of nine: members, representing 
England, France¢, Italy, Japan, Greece, 
Rumania, America (if we wish to be 
represented) and Russia and Bulgaria 
(if they join the:;League of Nations). 
This last clause may be taken as a 
good indication that Bulgarie, at least 
will be asked to join the League before 
long and that there will be ‘an effort 
to ‘bring Russia in if some arrange- 
ment can be made with the Bolshevist 
Government. But the representatives 
of the fivé “‘ principal allied aiid ‘asso- 
ciated Powers.”’ are to have two votes 
each, the others only one. For the 
moment this:may. be a necessary ar- 
rangement, but it is obvious that 
America and Japan have no interests 
in the Straits é¢ntitling them:'to a 
heavier vote than: ‘Greece, or Russia, 
or indeed than Bulgaria or Rumania. 


There should be a readjustment of the |’ 
voting power when ~ ‘the’ commission 


has been. fully. organized; after that, 
if the Commissioners, as well as the 
allied garrisons and the British naval 
patrols, realize that they are acting as 
trustees for world interests and not for 
their own Goveramerits, there is some 
hope of a better wegiaye in. Ceeneer: 
nople. 

It may be: doubted if the: Allies will 
ever have the courage to put the Sul- 
tan out of his capital, no matter how 
many massacres may occur. But if 
the. international commission works 
well. in the. control of navigation it 
would be available, if needed, for the 
assumption of political direction as 
well.

‘NICKELS AND DIMES. 
Mayor Hrtan comménds the city’s 
buses, with which’ He is seeking to 
meet a transit emergency in what.has 
been judicially declared to be an un- 
lawful manner. Said the Mayor: 


‘* These buses do not shut down every | 


“ few days trying to exact a higher 
** fare from the public.’’ But the bus 
drivers on on¢ of the routes specified 
by the Mayor are asking for a ten- 
cent fare on a zone system, and sug- 
gesting that otherwise they would stop 
their benefaction. The route is seven 
miles long, about ~one-third of the 
route on which the subways carry 
passengers for the fare which the bus 
drivers declare insufficient. The sub- 
ways not only carry passengers three 
tirnes as far; the subways also light 
their cars in the night and heat them 
in the Winter. The contrast between 
the buses and the surface cars is more 
favorable to. the buses, but the surface 
systems are in bankruptcy, and do not 
have the city as partner in their righ, 
and investments. 

Byt therd is no lack of other consid- 
erations favorable ‘to the surface cars. 
Their routes are longer than those of 
the buses, as a rule, and the surface’ 
cars are under regulation from which 
the buses are exempt. Therefore, the 
surface cars. run at hours and with 
frequency not. to be expected from the 
buses, which run rather for the 
owners’ profit than for accommoda- 
tion: of the public... When the. buses 
and the trams run alongside, the one 
with the lower fare is naturally pre- 
ferred by the impartial riders, who 
think more of themselves than of 
the public interests. The trams, for 
example, pay taxes, as the buses do 
hot, and they are under obligations 
regarding paving and snow clearing 
which trouble the buses not at all. 
When it snows the buses may be 
etpected to*stop running. That is 
their option, not’ available to the 
owners of franchises. 

There is no reproach to the bus 
owners and drivers in this comparison, 


‘|but it samples considerations which

It was agreed 
the defense would rest after calling 
seven character witnesses. This ‘makes 
it probable that the case will go to the 
Jury late this afternoon. 

When court convened in the evening 
[Mr. Smith.announced that the prosecu- 
tion was prepared to stipulate that 
forty-five former plain clothes men 
would substantiate the records’ of ar- 
rests submitted, and that .2,512 citizens 
would testify that they knew nothing of 
gambling and disorderly houses in the 
district. 

Mr. Cockran put in evidence a series 
of instructions issued by Inspector 
Henry to his plain clothes men calling 
for vigorous action to: suppress vice gnd 
gambling. By one of these orders, Is- 
sued last October, the district was di- 
vided into zones and individual plain 
cléthes men .were made reayoseire for 
each one. 


Ordered to Act.in All Zones. 


Another communication explained that 
each plain clothes man was not restrict- 
ed to his particular zone, but his duty 
was to seek out violations of the law 
and make arrests any place in :the dis- 
trict. He said that raids outside of 
their particular zones would ‘not affect 
adversely the standing of the men in 
whose zones they raided unless gross 
negligence appeared. 

In an order dated Feb. 20, 1920, In- 
spector Henry said evidence had reached 
hum that the plain clothes nien were not 
vigorously enforcing the law, and that 
each man would be held strictly: re- 
sponsibie for public immorality in his 
territory. This order was’ issued “at 
about the time Mr. Smith started his 
crusade. 

Chief Inspector John Daly, called for 
the defense, identified records showing 
that Inspector. Henry’s men had made 
499 .vice case arrests in the Fourth Ih- 
spection District, while Inspector Daly’ al 
men had made 146 and the Special Sery- 
ice squad had made 171.

says Lauck, the amount exacted from, 
the ‘consumer by the sugar profiteers 


‘| will reach, at a conservative estimate, at 


least, $600,000,000 this year, or an annual 
contribution of $30 from every American 
family to the greed of the “ gougers.’’ 


sugar ‘companies, which produce more 
than half the sugar used for domestic 
consumption, he asserted that their in- 
creased earnings were not due to in- 
creased production during the war,. be- 


‘cause their output actually decreased 


since the ante-bellum period. 

Although conceding that the present 
situation is in some degree dut to the 
diversion of the Cuban crop to Europe, 
Mr. Lauck charges that the fundamental 
reasons for the price advance of 300 per 
cent. since 1914 are artificial sitmula- 
tion of prices, unchecked speculation and 
merciless profitéering. In illustration of 
his contention that. the producer, middle- 
man and retailer are chiefly to blame, 
he says that in 1913 the margin between 
production cost and the retail price of.a 
pound of sugar was less than 1 cent, 
while today the margin is in excess of 10 
cents. 

Beet sugar producers, said Mr. d.auck, 
made excess profits and income tax re- 
turns in 1917 that shew they ‘earned 
52.28 per cent. on their capital. stock, 
59.92 per cent. on their capital. invested | 
and 45.53 per cent. on their invested 
capital afterall taxes were deducted. 
Cane sugar producers for the same year 
showed earnings of 27.28 on their capi- 
tal stock, 238.34 per cent. on their capi- 


invested capital after deduction of taxes. 

‘“It is worth noting,’’ said Mr. Lauck, 
“that these producers showed such 
amazing earnings when thé wholesale 
price of sugar was 7.7 cents per pound 
and their .margin ranged from. nine- 
tenths of 1 cent to 2.2 cents per pound. 
What must be ‘their earnings. today, 
with the price to the consumer hovering 
about 25 cents a pound! ’’ 

Selecting a group of twelve. sugar 
Mr.. Lauck ‘states . that: the 


, period of 1912-14 was $11,306,023, or a 
return of about 6% per cent: on their 
claimed capitalization. 

“*In 1915, when the pinch of war of- 
fered greater opportunity: for profiteer- 
ing in Europe and America, the net in- 
come of these twelve companies,”’ said 
‘Mr. Lauck, “ ha@ risen -to $24,549,547. 
Finally for the years 1916-18 the aver- 
age. profits of the group had*“risen to 
$84,174,794,.a return of 19 percent. on 
the claimed capitalization. This means 
that profits were approximately. three 
times the pre-war figure. 

‘“‘The usual contention that the in- 
‘creased profits of war years were due 
to greater production is conclusively dis- 
proved, for the actual production of 
these compaies was less during the war 
than in preceding years. The net in- 
come - expressed .per pound was 384-100 
of a pound in 1914, 63-100 of a pound in 
1915, and more than one cent a pound in 
1916 and 1917. This figure seems small, 
but each. cent a pound marks a differ- 
ence of $70,000,000 to the consuming 
public.”’ 

Mr. Lauck exculpates labor in the 
sugar industry. for the phenomena] rise 
in prices, declaring that the labor cost 
of producing.a pound of sugar advanced 
from 1913 to 1917 only two cents, or only 
15 per cent. of the general price advance 
to the consumer.

PARIS, May 12.—The extent to which 
the United States has assumed the eco- 
nomic burden of Europe since the armis- 
tice is~not generally known. I have 
been examining the statistics which are 
available here and find -that in 1919, of 
all the productive and consumptive cred- 
its contributed to Central Burope by the 
Allies, associates and neutrals, the 
United States furnished about 80 per 
cent, This doesn’t include the aid con- 
tributed by American philanthropic so- 
cleties, such as the American Red Cross, 
the Jewish Welfare Society, the Buro- 
pean Children’s Fund, &c., the’ money 
value of whose aid was not less than 
$100,000,000. The aggregate value of the 
American Government’s participation in 
1919, exclusive of aid to Germany and 
the Entente oountries, was more than 
$350,000,000. 

The provision already. made to keep 
Burope going in 1920 by consuniptive 
credits and to start up industry by pro- 
ductive credits from. America, the Al- 
lies and the neutrals, have a money 
value of about $160,000,000. Of this ag- 
gregate, America has already made ar- 
rangements for: participation to the 
amount of 70 per cent. of the whole, 
her contributions comprising $60,000,000 
‘worth. of fiour,. $50,060,000 worth of 
rajlway, telegrapph and similar produc- 
tive material left by the War Depart- 
ment ‘in: France, and $3,500,000 worth of 
transportation furnished and to be fur- 
nished: by the United States Shipping 
Board.
